on which two million dollars Is being 
spent. The remainder goes to FYesh- 
man dormitories, the stadium bridge, 
laboratories, and museum extension.

the University, a series of dormi- 
tories. 

H is planned that the dormitories 

be built In sections, each section to 
hold possibly one hundred and llfly 
students — the whole series lo lie 
large enough to accommodate nearly 
all the .MttideutM of the university. 

ll is important to note that these 
plans are subject lo drastic changes, 
at the approval of either the donors 
to any of these buildings or tlw gov- 
ernors themselves, and that although 
optimistic regarding the plans, It can-

The stadium In connection with the 
whole affair will, as far as present In- 
dications go, be largo enough to seat 
something like eight thousand stu- 
dents, and will be made In such a 
way that the seats Will protect the 
onlookers from the direct rays of the 
sun. in connection with this it Is 
proposed to have a much larger nim- 
piiH than the presenl one, and lo 
have a track along the outside. 

The dormit iries, although by far Ihe 
most Important matter, Is the least 
dell n I tel y decided, for Ihe very rea- 
son that It i« such a vast undertak- 
ing. The system of building tlie 
whole dormitories In units is the 
most practicable scheme for economic 
ami disciplinary reasons, 

The dormitories will be made t'o 

best suit the requirements of the aver- 
age student. 

In discussing the mailer Principal 
Peterson said: "Tlw erection of Hie 

dormitories will mean the opening 
I chapter of a greater McOllt. At 

present many Students are restrained 
from coming lo McQlll only on nt.- 
count of the limited accommodation 

here, nnd the lack of proper dormi- 
tories, win 11 the dormitories are 
hunt I am sure that the attendance 
will Increase forty is-r cent ln the 
llrst year. In spite of the lack of 
accommoda I Ion. however, our attend- 
ance Is increasing. I am proud of 
this, as it shows thai the students 
come here on account or our reputa- 
tion, and in spite, of the drawbacks. 

"Of course Ihe mailer cannot be de- 
cided ut once. It is oulte probable 
that the gymnnslum will be erected 
In the spring. The university has re- 
ceived a few befjuents lately, and with 
the addition of unother one hundred 



thousand dollars, work win com- 
mence. The government, of course 
will erect the armory. Thanks to Col, 
uuriand the presenl (junrters of ihe 
< . O. T. «'. ire wi V fitted up. The 
minister of militia has assured me 
that the armory will he completed by 
this time next year, so thai two build- 
ings will in all probability be con- 
structed or under construction by the 
fall of IQW 

The plans call for a covered hockey 
stadium. It is not definitely decided 
how many the stadium will be made 
to hold, but it will probably be a 
large structure. There is plenty of 
ground, for even more buildings, as 
the new campus, a pari of the Molson 
property, is twenty-seven acres in 
ana 

Largo as tin- undertaking is. it has 
been under consideration for some 
time. This is the Drst publie notice 
of the Intentions of the corporation 
but should not be considered is defin- 
ite, for the very reason that there is 
a chance of tin- plans being changed, 
as the corporation see tit. These plana 

are all made, taking lut nslderu- 

tlon that the money will he obtained 

Should it not. the plans win natural- 
ly have to he changed. Given a few 
years these Ideas at least are sure ta 
materialise, and the freshman of to- 
day may eerta'nly tie assured of see- 
ing McOin fnivcrsity one of the great- 
est on the continent, not only in the 
matter of learning ishe already has 
that) but in magnificence of iiui'idings 
and equipment as well. 

An evening paper yesierday an- 
nounced that ihe above scheme for 
ihe development of Greater McGill 
would be brought about by means of 
another whirlwind campaign, Kmpilry 
nt the Burstr'S office elicited an In- 
dignant denial of (he report.

Tin- ''Kingston Standard," In a front 
page article entitled "Hoodlum Stu- 
dents," made certain derogatory state- 
men l s regarding the actions anil prin- 
ciples of tiie iJiteVn's students, which 
Were answered by one of the latter, 
Mr. D. 0. Brown, This letter, publish- 
ed on the front page of the same pa- 
per claims that on such an occasion 
as that of last Saturday, the towns- 
people should make no resistance to 
the students ami demands that Jus- 
tice be done. 

in reply, the editor states Hint this 
is exactly what should lie done. The 



ordinary sentences meted out to com- 
mon hoodlums should be Inflicted in 
this instance. The article charges that 
the rioters lined up in the bars de- 
manding free drinks, rotten-egged po- 
licemen In the performance in their 
duty, knocked members of the opera 
hbUSO audience .-old by hurling rocks, 
caused women to faint with fear and 
nervous strain and, In fact generally 
painted the town red. It Is also 
stated that the members «f the theat- 
rical company holding the boards at 
the local opera house called on the 
American consul for protection while 
one of the city fathers was on the 
point of calling oui the artillery to 
quell the disturbance. 

Kingston has not been so wrought 
up over anything for years and the 
peace-loving citizens are fervently 
hoping for a Queen's defeat on Satur- 
day, as a win over Varsity might 
cause another upheaval.

CAN RAIN BE MADE? 



To judge from accounts In some of 
the dally papers, experiments in rain- 
production by dynamite explosion, 
made at Battle Creek, Mich., on July 
St last, were crowned with success, 
at is undoubtedly a fai t that dyna- 
mite was detonated there and that rain 
followed. In a circular issued by the 
Central Frult-Growors' Association of 
that place it is asserted, or at least In- 
timated, that there was a relation of 
cause and effect between these two 
events. To a correspondent of The 
Rural New Yorker, (New York. Octo- 
ber 19), who writes to that paper about 
the mutter, Prof. Willis It. Moore. Chief 
of the United States Weather Bureau, 
returns a categorical answer, setting 
forth the opinions hold nut only by the 
Government authorities, but by all sane 
men of science regarding the "rain 
making business. Soys 
Moore: 

"If such attempts held out the slight- 
est prospect of success, the Weather 
Bureau would give them every encour- 
agement. Moreover. If rain-moklng 
were merely a harmless popular déla- 
tion this bureau would not feel called 
upon to take an active part in opposing 
It. This, however, is far from being 
the ease. The advocates of rain- 
making, whether acting in good faith 
or for some selfish motive.

The rain that fell a I 
Battle Creek was therefore not local, 
but part of a raln-strom that onx tended 
over many thousand square miles of 
territory and that originated some- 
where In the Canadian Northwest days 
before the experiments took place. 

"These facts should make it evident 
to everybody who is not absolutely 
prejudice that In the case of 
Creek experiments, at least, 
the explosion of dynamite can not be 
credited with the production of rain- 
fall. 1 wish to add, however, that 
even if the meteorological conditions 
had apparently not favored the occur- 
rence of rain, but If rain had neverthe- 
less followed the ex-plosions, no scien- 
tific man who Is familiar with the pro- 
cesses involved would have regarded 
its occurrence as other than a coincid- 
ence. It is of course Sofowhat dlf- 
explaln to laymen why the

, That old age, as we call It. Is nut a 
necessity of living matter, appears to 
be shown by experiments made during 
five years past on the lower organisms. 
It was pointed out many years ago that 
creatures which reproduce simply by 
splitting in two are apparently "Im- 
mortal." Each Individual, it is true, 
retains its identity only until the mo- 
ment of reproduction, when It becomes 
two different Individuals. The pro- 
geny, however, are Identical in sub- 
stance with the parent, at the mo- 
ment of division, and so the latter, In- 
stead of dying, Incomes simply "dilut- 
ed," as it were in a vost horde of des- 
cendants, ilote recent Investigations, 
however, showed that. In many cases, 
at least, occasional reproduction by 
conjugation was necessary Id keep up 
the vitality of the race. Without it 
the Individuals grew old and died, The 
latest reports Indicate that, with a pro- 
per choice of conditions, this aging and 
death are unnecessary. Certain one- 
Celled organisms that generate by fis- 
sion have now been kopt tor more Ibun 
five years without showing a sign of 
it. and the indications are that physical 
Immortality of thin special kind— racial, 
rather than Individual— is a normal at- 
tribute of living matter in Its simplest 
forms. We rea l in the Itevtto Scienti- 
fique (Paris, November 301: 

'Authors who have studied the bio- 
logy of the infusoria have proved that 
they always reproduce by bipartition, 
but that after a certain number of a'.io- 
cesslvo divisions there necessarily in- 
tervenes a conjugation, that Is to euy, 
a union of two Individuals, in the 
course of which a mutual exchange of 
nuclear pubs lance takes place. If. 
for one reason or another, the ennju- 
Is prevented, the infusoria, ex- 
1 in some measure by the mul- 
dlvislons. begin to present plieno- 
| mena of old age and of degeneration; 
their length diminishes, their cilia dis- 
appear, and finally they die. Thecon- 
jUgatton acts like a whip-lash, giving 
to the aged race a new vigor. It has 
been calculated that ilils aging appears: 
at the end of about 200 divisions; he- 
i yond 300 it would be Impossible to pro- 
long the cultures. Nevertheless, more 

I recent researches have shown that by 
modifying the culture medium, by the 
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addition of certain salts or by a slight 
elevation of temperature, etc., we may 
notably prolong the normal life of the 
IlltUsoi'ln, so that age comes on only 
after about «00 generations. The re- 
cent experiments of Lorande D. Wood- 
ruff even tend to prove that an infu- 
sorium may divide Indefinitely with- 
out any conjugation lo rejuvenate the 
race. 

"This author Isolated, In May. 1007, 
a 'wild' Para moeclum atirella; the In- 
dividual was placed on an empty plate 
with five drops of hay Infusion. The 
next day, when by divisions four indi- 
viduals had formed, each of these was 
placed on a separate plate and thus 
were established four lines of descent 
from the paro.it form.

FORESTS HAVE GREAT 
EFFECT ON RAINFALL 

ÎTheir Influence Is Stronger Than 
That of the Sea 



It is commonly thought that the 
moisture which forms clouds and falls 
a* rain is almost entirely due to evapo- 
ration from the ocean, but scientific In- 
vestigations show that seven-ninths of 
the rain which falls over land areas Is 
supplied by evaporation over such 
areas, the ocean supplying only two- 
ninths of such precipitation. Dr. Ra- 
phaël Zon, one of the formosl Investi- 
gators In America, states that 'the for- 
est evuporatrs more water than any 
vegetable cover and min-h more thin 
free water surfaces.' In fact it has 
been estimated My Dr. I'ernow, of the 
"University of Toronto Faculty of For- 
estry, that 7.', |ier cent of the rain-fall 
over forested areas is returned to the 
atmosphere as watery vapour, which 
does much to Increase the amount of 
moisture carried by air currents pass- 
ing over such forests. 

In Canada, the prevailing winds blow 
from the west and the provinces or Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan are largely 
dependent for their rainfall on air-cur- 
rents which Oome over the Rocky 
BounlalnH. It Is a well known fact 
that winds passing over high moun- 
tains become cooled to such an extent 
that they lose most of their moisture, 
which falls in the form of rain, and 
hence the land areas for many miles 
to the leeward of such mountains re- 
ceive so little rain-fall that they are of- 
ten arid. But If the leeward slopes of 
these mountains arc covered with for- 



ests, as is the case in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, these forests will evaporate and 
render again available a large amount 
of the rain-fall over these mountains, 
which might otherwise jwiss off through 
underground channels and by reloading 
with moisture the winds blowing over 
theprarles. such forests make possible 
if much greater rain-fall than might 
otiierwi.se occur. Should the east slope 
of the Rocky .Mountains become de- 
nuded of tree-growth, It Is likely thai 
much |arger arms In Alberta and .Sas- 
katchewan would be arid than is now 
the ease. 

This Is but one of the many reasons 
why the Dominion Government are 
preserving the forests on the east slope 
of the Rockies by the creation of a for- 
est reserve now nearly 21,000 square 
miles in extent.

STUDENTS ADOPT 
"NO DEAL" AGREEMENT 

Concerns Election to Undergrad- 
uate Offices 



Following is tho "No-Ueal Agree- 
ment" adopted by tho undergraduates 
of Williams College, together with an 
explanatory Interpretation of It. as 
published In the Williams Record: • 

" 'It Is agreed by us upon our hon- 
or, as students of Williams College, 
I that neither as members of a frater- 
nity, nor as Individuals, will wo en- 
ter Into any "deal" or combination in 
regard to the support ot any under- 
graduate for any undergraduate of- 
fice. It Is understood that a specific 
agreement between Individuals or 
fraternities is not essential to the for- 
mation of such a combination. This 
(agreement Is Interpreted to Include the 
I nominating of nny Individual by nny 
body of undergraduates of this col- 
lego to the exclusion of other possi- 
ble nominees from the same body.' 

"Any violation of this agreement 
shall he punishable by the forfeiture 
of eligibility to nny undergraduate 
electoral office and by the forfeiture) 
of the privilege of voting 'n any un- 
dergraduate election. 

"With n view to make clear the 
second sentence, of the agreement, 'It 
Is understood that a specific egrie- 
iment between Individuals or fraternl- 
Itlfw Is not essential to tne formation 
of such a. combination.' tho commit- 
tee ruled at the meet'ng on Thurs- 
day evening that It would Interpret 
the sentence (o mean as follows: "A 
tacit understanding violating I he 
spirit of the agreement, between In- 
dividuals or fraternities to support 
any undergraduate for nny under- 
graduate office shall be considered a 
deal.' -

Yesterday another class declared itself as being in hearty ac- 
- cord with the proposal to re-establish the old custom of Theatre 
Night. There are very few classes now which have not formally 
taken this action. "We have yet to hear of a class which has con- 
sidered the matter and has not decided in favor of it. Apparently 
the only reason that every class has not passed such a resolution is 
that it has not held a meeting for the discussion of this subject.

How would we feel If we wero told 
that for the rest of our lives wo should 
have to wear musks— Hint our faces 
should never again bo bared to tho 
fresh breeze or feel the direct rays of 
the .sun? Yet this is what clvlllxed 
man does to all the rest of his body 
except his hands; and even on those 
ho fits tight gloves when custom bids 
him. In an article on ''Skill Tension 
and Air Bathing," contributed to The 
Lnncet-Cllnlc (Cincinnati), Dr. Paul 
W. Qoldabury, of Warwick. Mass., ur- 
ges his readers not to neglect the ulr- 
bnth. Protection against cold and our 
modern standards of decency arc two 
good reasons for wearing clothes; yet 
one may bathe In air occasionally, as 
one bathes In water. And although 
clothes aro necessary, Dr. Qoldabury 
apparently regards them in the light 
of a necessary evil. Clothing, lie says, 
Is a protection from the sun and wind 
and may be even ah adornment, but It 
Is also often a very heavy handicap. 
It hangs upon, clings to, or Is bound 
to one part of the body more than to 
another and this Intercfercs with the 
function of the part beneath. The 
weight, texture, or dye Is more or less 
of a skin irritant. The thickness and 
the number of garments, as well as 
their fit. affect the circulation of the 
ulr unevenly over the surface Of thu 
body. He goes on: 

"An extreme Instance, perhaps, of 
how clothing alters the natural en- 
vironmental conditions Is found in Hie 
covering of the feet. The shoes and 
stockings ordinarily encase the feet 
ko tightly that there are no adequate 
ventilating spaces or conduits to al- 
low for nlr to get In and out, and to 
takeoff the moisture of this hard-work- 
en member, and so the feel sweat, 
the evaporations sink Into the socks. 
The face or the head at the other end 
of the body Is in contact with the free 
air and, unless the humidity Is very 
high, the moisture Is all absorbed by 
the ulr ami does not stand up on the 
skin as drops of sweat. Such drops, 
of course, are a cover and add to the 
burden of the glands beneath. Cor- 
sets, tight collars, waistbands, and gar- 
ters put a tension or stress upon the 
regions underneath them, similar to 
that described aa upon the foot. It 
must bo apparent from the consider- 
ation of this matter of humidity 
alone, that there must bo a very de- 
cided difference of tension over sur- 
faces covered from those open and ex- 
posed to the changing atmospheric 
conditions. Over the hands and face 
the play of the air tends to carry the 
moisture off, to absorb It, but the 
covering over tho che.it binders this. 
The more clothing and the closer It 
Is woven and fits, the more difficulty 
the ulr has In percolating through or 
sweeping In and out, and the moisture 
Instead of being pulled from the skin 
Is pushed hack over It and tins a< 
counts for the reddening and' Irritai 
lllty of the skin. Clothing, then, tends 
to a decided linevenness of atmospher- 
ic conditions about the body and this 
causes radical differences In Its sur- 
face as to tension and the activity of 
tills or that part to adjust Itself. 
Whatever, therefore, tends to nilnlml/.o 
those differences of temperature, hu- 
midity, work, tension, pressure, or of 
wlintever Is fatiguing or Irritating, 
would seem to promote n better tone, 
to Improve the hygiene of the skin 
which Is so vital to general health." 
What the skin suffers In spots from

the weight, thickness, and pressure of 
clothing would lie unbearable. Dr. 
Quldsbury says. If spread over the 
whole of the body. The parading dross 
which a woman wears In tail ami win- 
ter Is Insufferable In summer, and 
there Is a frétillent recoil which drives 
her Into tho negligee costume of her 
boudoir, through which the air Is al- 
lowed some chance to get at the skin. 
Unfortunately many wurKingwomeu 
are denied this relief. The male coat 
and trousers can also be criticised, 
for their weight and Interference with 
fresh-air distribution, and In addition 
men are more in the public eye than 
women ami have not the retiring hub 

its. Moreover: 

"Extensive studies are now being 
carried on which tend to show tho 
économie waste as to human efficiency 
in factories and workrooms where ex- 
cessive conditions of temperature and 
humidity prevail. These physical con 
dltlons lire proven not only oppres- 
sive, affording great discomfort to 
i he operatives and workers, but do 
impair the output, both as to i|imn- 
tlty and duality. The lethargy in the 
schoolroom can be traced to similar 
atmospheric conditions. The boy who 
plays truant and skips oft to the 
.swimming-hole Is doing the most 
wholesome thing — the Impatlonco 
tvhlch forgets convention and throws 
oppressive clothing off Is an Instance 
of a direct cut to relief from the dis- 
comforts of our costumes. 

"Tin! physician should find a broad- 
ening field for counsel upon ibis line 
--how to lift the burden from the skin 
where conventions weigh too heavily 
against It. Skill, Ingenuity, training, 
and experience are needed In the ad- 
justment and tempering of clothing 
to the seasons and medical and hy- 
giene experts must here, supervise to 
that end. The body Is always sur- 
rounded by some kind of atmospher- 
ic, envelop, air Willi a varying mois- 
ture content. The problem Is to en- 
deavor us far as possible to make 
that envelop of tut even quality 
throughout, and to temper that envel- 
op to the needs of the skin. .... 

"Water-baths have been exploited 
in all manners and ways and have 
helil a Held that may have been blind- 
ing to an understanding of the virtues 
of a nearor-at-hand bath. . . .For 
complete air-baths one may experi- 
ment, disrobed In the privacy of their 
own room or apartment. Each day 
affords slight atmospheric changes 
in temperature and humidity, or those 
can bo furnished urilflcully by the aid 
of stoves or healers or Hie Introduc- 
tion of steam, and. In time, the skin 
will appreciate atmospheric variations 
If It does not at once. If one can find 
a place In the country where he can 
feel In retirement, short morning or 
evening walks unclad over the soft 
grass will be enlightening us to the 
perceptions of the skin from the nlr. 
With variations of temperature be- 
tween 50 (leg. and 80 (leg, F., and dif- 
ferences of humidity ranging between 
âO and 100 per cent., the outside air 
offers many contrasts In Its atmos- 
pheric bilths. The skin delights In 
the sensations from these gently var- 
ied atmospheric envelops and seems 
to breathe It all In as do the lungs, 
and to smell, like the nose, the per- 
fumes of foliage mid flower accent ti- 
nted nt those hours by the dew. Let 
the skin come more Into Its own. he 
personified and reverenced, ns a see- 
ing, breathing, ns well as n reeling 
member, always alive to the highest 
Interests of a great service." 



Editor, McOIll Dally: 

Dear sir, — As u graduate in Arts of 
McQlll, and at present a thoologuc, 
perhaps you will allow me to make 
a brief contribution to the subject of 
your editorial of Monday's Dally, 
namely, Theological Education. 

One hears a great deal round the 
University about the noil-partlelputlon 
of Ideologues In university life gen- 
erally, and numerous jokes are cir- 
culated about them, mostly point- 
less, and always crude. Hut the un- 
fortunate thing about these comments 
Is thai they usually resolve them- 
selves into a depreciation of theo- 
logues as a whole, without much re- 
gard lo particular cases and cir- 
cumstances. The .-tigtoa is w-ry gen- 
erally attached to all who are con- 
nected with the theological colleges, 

When 1 entered the University I 
set myself to discover the reason of 
this bun, and came to home conclus- 
ions which I still hold. Many theo- 
logues enter the University past the 
usual age, and for reasons which 
they themselves consider sufficient, 
prefer to take a short course in Arts. 
The usual, but quite indefensible, in- 
ference drawn from this Is thai they 
are not to be placed on the same In- 
tellectual level us undergraduates. 

Again, most thcologucs live In their 
own special buildings for the simple 
and sufficient reason that it Is cheap- 
er than elsewhere, and more conveni- 
ent. They have their own societies 
ami functions to support, ns pari of 
their obligation. Not being able to 
support both, the McOIll societies 
etc., suffer In part. Hence the charge 
or exclustvenèsà. Note, however, that 
the fault here lies mainly with the 
systom, not with tho thèoljçub. With 
Divinity as a faculty of McGIU, (lib 
stale of things could not exist. That 
"consummation devoutly to be de- 
sired" Is, however, but a dream as 
yet. 

A third reason for this odltmi theo- 
logtcum, under which we somehow 
contrive to exist and enjoy Hie. Is the 
raise conception of the ofrlce of lite 
ministry prevalent, I venture to say. In 

the minds of most undergraduates. Tin 

term "preacher' Is synonymous with 
tho foolish. True, some preacher- 
have degraded their office, but that 
charge can hardly be laid against 
those who have reached but the Arts 
stage of their preparation. Religion 
Is associated with old women and 
Sunday Schools, poor rood for a man. 
And tills disparagement of religion Is 
Inevitably extended In Include those 
whose function It Is to preach ll. 

I agrée with the writer of the edi- 
torial that thcologucs generally do not 
take a very active part In strictly 
university affairs, and that thereby 
they lose a treat deal. The great I 
VttluO of university life Is the bppor- ; 
unity It gives for the play of mind ; 
Upon mind. Hobnobbing with men or 
the varied type one meets at cosmo- 
politan McGIU cannot but be or the 
utmost benefit to all. The ascetic 
life may appeal lo men of Mr. Hon- 
son's temperament, and no doubt, was 
good enough tor the medieval saints— 
Itoquloscant In l'ace— but for a norm- 
til thcologùo such seclusion can have 
little appeal. 

There Is room for much Improve- 
ment In the present relations between 
undergraduates strictly so-called and 
theologues, but this Improvement will 
need to be mutual.

Regret is expressed in the press of Yale University that under- 
graduates no longer sit on "the fence" and "warble harmoniously 
from such old melodious favorites as The Son of Gambolier' and 
the 'Old Mountain Tree.' " Singing is said to have gone out of 
style. In its surviving organized forms "all the life and joy have 
been squeezed out." The perfunctory has triumphed over the spon- 
taneous. Wherever similar conditions in the American university 
world have followed flight of time, increase of enrolment, growth 
of society cliques, complexity of social structure and administrative 
processes, and the domination of the coldly rational over the warmly 
emotional, the frigid outcome is to be deplored. In institutions that 
are still comparatively young, where the enrolment is still not so 
large but that men can learn to know each other well, where there is 
essential democracy among the students and the chief assets of the 
university are great teachers and- not a palatial "plant," these spon- 
taneous songs will arise from youthful throats and not be counted 
against the singers as "bad form." 

When colleges and universities are still in the folk-lore and 
romantic stages they breed writers of songs, and singers of them, 
too. But when the "education for a living" theory gets to be dom- 
inant, and the note of utilitarianism is heard, and the sports of the 
undergraduate world verge on professionalism, and the test of insti- 
tutional success is parity of growth between endowment and enrol- 
ment of students, then it is but natural that sentiment and song 
should subside or retire. "The truth will out.* 'says the Yale Rec- 
ord ; business machines before 20, we are too shortsighted to lay up 
a youthful store of tuneful mirth to refresh us after 40." 

At McGill the "education for a Irving" theory certainly seems 
to be the dominant one. We have, of late years, produced no great 
writers of songs, or students who sing them either, for that matter. 
We have grown and developed ; we are dominated by the rational 
rather than the emotional. Now wc must pay the price of this de- 
velopment, and dd our best to regain the better features of younger 
days. 

The changed conditions accompanying McGill's growth and 
development are shown in many ways. Those societies which are 
supposed to receive a general support, such as the "Lit." and the 
musical organizations, find enthusiasm very difficult to obtain. Even 
in athletics the interest is not as personal as we suppose it was twenty- 
éive years ago. 

This is, however, the inevitable result of size. Even though 
McGill may not be counted among the large universities in total en- 
rolment, it has a more greatly diversified life than many a larger in 
ttitution. 



THE SUN AS A FOG MAKER 



That sunlight may destroy (he 
doarnoss of the nlr and create in It 
a tlilek liaze or fog la the conclusion 
of John Altken, one of the world's 
greatest authorities on the formation 
and phenomena of mints. "We aro 
told In Science Abstract." (London) 
that 1 on many mornings the air at 
Falkirk, Scotland, although cleiir lie- 
fore sunrise, gradually thickens to a 
denso haze, while in pure country air 
iHlmllar changes arc never noticed. 
As the result of Mr. Altkon'H obser- 
vations several conclusions are ar- 
rived nt with respect to this haze, 
of which the most Important Is that, 
when tho wind is light and brings 
moist nlr from an impure direction, 
sunshine invariably destroys the clear- 
ness of tho air. The writer goes on 
to give the results of some experi- 
ments made to determine the cause 
of these sun-formed fogs. We read: 
"From tho conclusions mentioned 
above it seemed probable that the ac- 
tion of sunlight on some of the Im- 
purities In the air caused the form- 
ation of nuclei ami that these nuclei 
possessed an affinity for water, as the 
fogs wero formed even on days when 
the air was not completely saturated. 
For carrying out the experiments an 
Apparatus wus used which enabled 
the effect of sunlight on different gas- 
es to be tested readily

fur dioxld and pure nlr, while kept 
in the dark, had no tendency to pro- 
duce nuclei, but at 1er being acted on 

by light, especially by sunshine, it be- I claims Hint you are Heading on dan- 
came a nucleus producer, Sonic oflgeiioufi ground and that your model 
these- nuclei were found to have on I clergyman is no friend of hls-.but you 
affinity for water.

THE PENNSYLVANIA TUNNELS

That tho hundred millions of ilol- 
Inrs expended by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad In the Improvement of its 
New York terminal would havo been 
spent to greater advontngo In build- 
ing a great bridge across the Hud- 
son, Is asserted by Engineering Nows 
(New York, Decembor 19). After re- 
counting the history of the various 
projects for erecting such a structure, 
and the failure of negotiations for fin- 
ancing tho Llndcntlinl bridge, the 
latest and most gigantic of these, In 
the early 90's. the writer goes on to 
explain Its final abandonment by re- 
ferring to what he calls the "wide- 
spread Idea that the solution of cross- 
ing wide and deep rivers was to be 
found In tunnels rather than In 
bridges," owing lo the success of the 
first New York subway and other 
tunnel projects, here and abroad. He 
goes on: 

"Ideas nlso were afloat at this time 
concerning the extreme cheapness of 
submarine tunnels ns compared with 
bridges of long span. There Is pro- 
bably little doubt that Mr. Cassait. 
In making the momentous decision 
that tho Pennsylvania should tunnel 
under the North Hiver, to a terminal 
on Manhattan Island, believed that 
he wns undertaking lor his company 
an enterprise which would give It 
the desired facilities at far less cost 
than would ho. Involved In a bridge 
structure. 

"Tho accumulated experience of the 
Inst dozen years has demonstrated 
the fallacy of this assumption. The 
entire amount which the Pennsylvania 
has expended upon its new Manhat- 
tan Terminal, over HOO.OOO.MO, would 
in all probability have been BUfflclon! 
to have created a bridge across the 
North Hiver with a dozen or more 
trarks In plneo of Its present tunnel 
crossing with two tracks. It is true 
that tinder such conditions as exist 
nt the St. Clair tunnel, for example, 
n double-track tunnel can be run 
beneath a river at much less cost 
thnn would be required to construct 
a bridge; but a great bridge of largo 
span could have a width and capacity 
sufficient to carry a dozen or twenty 
parallel tracks, while tho Pennsylvan- 
ia, for Us HOOtOOJO.000 expenditure, 
has secured only two tracks under 



the North River and throe trucks un- 
der the East Itlvcr.

A populii 
tlon of over half a million has Its 
hollies lu New Jersey and earns Its 
living In New York City. Tube tun- 
nels under the river, built and opera- 
ted l>v the Hudson Companies, now 
give access by a direct line to New- 
ark and also to the railway stations 
In Jersey City and llobokcn: but Un- 
limited capacity of these tube lines 
to handle tho rapidly Increasing traî- 
ne is already evident. The Penn- 
sylvania's two expensive tunnels un- 
der the river are used solely for 
through passenger traffic, They <-nn 
accommodate at best only li trifling 
amount of suburban traffic, and It 
would hardly bo attempted to operate 
freight trains through them. . . . 
Projects for freight tunnels under the 
river have been agitated at intervals 
for a half dozen years past; hut the 
great expense of such tunnels ami 
the difficulty In connection with their 
terminals Have prevented their fin- 
ancing." . 

The writer thinks there are now Tew 
difficulties In tho way or a Hudson 
bridge, gigantic ns the plan once 
seemed. He says: 

"In the engineering profession one 
would look far to-day to find doubt 
thai such a bridge Is entirely feasible, 
The span required Is no greater than 

that which is being boldly undertaken 
by tho little city of Quebec ncross the 
St. Lawrence, The achievements and 
advances made In bridge engineering 
in tho post quarter century, the monu- 
mental structure at the Firth of Forth, 
the great achievements ill bridge en- 
gineering on the continent of Europe, 
With all that bus been done In and 

about New York City itself, the ad- 
vancement In the machinery tor bridge 
construction and erection, with the 
Improvement In the quality Of metal 
now available to the engineer— with 
nil these great precedents now avail- 
able, It will surely he agreed thnl to 
bridge tho North River Is well within 
Uio possibilities of American engineer- 
ing."
